Just as an FYI to those lusting after a 2B, there does seem to be one land 
mine in the little radio. But it is relatively minor. 


The crystals in lots of 2Bs seem to die readily. One fix is to buy new 
rocks from JAN, and that is what I've done. There may be trivial ways to 
tweak the oscillator circuit to make old xtals work again, but I haven't 
tried doing this.

I had the same problem. Seems to me the one most prone to quit, for some 
reason, is the 40 meter xtal (11 MHz). I found an improvement in activity 
if I added a 330 ohm resistor in series with the 220 ohm job in the 
cathode of the osc tube. (Maybe an RF choke would help). I think the osc 
is somewhat of a compromise anyway, since on some bands it is configured 
to work on the fundamental, and on some bands it is a 3rd overtone osc. 


To make it an "all band" receiver, I took some old xtal bases and 

hooked them in parallel (just enough spacing so they fit in sockets 

A-D. Then I ran 2 wires from them to a 12 position rotary switch 

which selects 12 sockets on an outboard chassis. That way, you can 
select 12 outboard xtals for use between 3.5 and 24 MHz (all fundamental 
xtals). 


Remember that the crystals don't have to be exactly even MHz or xx.5 MHz. 
If it is off a little, you just mentally add or subtract a bit. Remember 
too that 3rd overtone xtals will work here on approx. 1/3 the marked 
frequency. For example a 33 MHz, 3rd overtone job will oscillate fine 

at 11 MHz. Usually any xtal above 20 MHz is an overtone job. 

I have found some useful 2-B xtals from old ones that came from 

VHF/UHF commercial rigs (Motorola, G.E., - police, fire, etc). 


In the 2-B, xtals between 8 and 20 MHz can be used for both high side 
and low side injection, thus providing 2 bands per xtal (obviously 

one of them tunes "“backwards"). It all depends which "band" you select 
on the bandswitch, and where you tune the preselector. 


You can pull the same stunt in the R-4's, although you need different 
xtal freqs.

Looks like a lot of folks have already discovered how good a Drake 2-B 
really is, especially when used with the 2-Q for CW. It really is a 
remarkable performer, and you could certainly do a lot worse than a 

2-B to complete a Ranger station, though I've heard that a Halli HT-37 
is the 'correct' matching tx. ;-) The one thing, IMHO, it's lacking 

WRT later Drakes is dial accuracy, and the xtal calibrator goes a long 
way toward making that a non-issue as well. In any case, the 2-B is the 
pick of the litter of the 2s, and mine hears everything my 4s can hear, 
and sounds better. 


I've read the warnings in the Heathkit book about weak power transformers 
in the Heath line of monitor and spectrum scopes, and that the HO-10 and 
SB-610 scopes are electrically similar. Does anybody know whether the 
transformers are interchangable between these two? I just bought one of 
each, and got to wondering. 


A few folks here may remember how tickled I was to get my hands on Bob 
Hatter's old Blue Racer, and how I expected it might take me a while to 
work up to the slowest speed the Racer was capable of. Well, I'm still 
working on my speed (and taking my test this month with 2 days to spare 
on my CSCE) but the Racer is no longer a runaway. 


Our own Paul K4MSG has devised a nifty little widget he calls Slo-Bug, 
which adds a new, low range to VibroPlex bugs, without compromising 
handling or character clarity. How slow is goes depends somewhat on 
the bug you put it on, the stiffness of its mainspring and suchlike, 
but my Racer downshifted from about 22 wpm to about 10 wpm with the 
Slo-Bug installed. I settled on a configuration that produced about 
15 wpm with the original pair of weights, and can dial it up to about 
20 without taking off weight. 


The Racer still handles beautifully, sounds great, and even looks about 
the same. The difference is that now I've got a bug I can use, vs one I 
can only look at wistfully. My hat is off, and I vote Paul a sincere 
Attaboy for coming up with an elegant solution to the problem of taming 
wild bugs. (Paul can be reached at pauboc@pulse.com.) Now if we can just 
get him to hand craft a few new wedges....

Jim, I dont think its quite that simple. The capacitance of a capacitor 
is dependent on the area of the dielectric as well as the thickness of 
the dielectric, and, therefore the area of the plates and the spacing of 
the plates. 


The formula is C=.2248 X K X A/t, where C=capacitance in 
micro-microfarads, K = dielectric constant of spacing material, A=area 
of dielectric in square inches and t=the thickness of the dielectric in 
inches. (From "Radio Handbook" 14th edition) 


The dielectric constant for air is 1. Fill in the rest of the values and 
you are all set.

I recently acquired a nice 75A4 which is un-modified. I am having two 
problems which need immediate attention. First, it will only work with 
the Noise Limiter turned "on". If I rotate the Noise Limiter to the 
"off" position it will cut the audio off - sometimes this takes a few 
seconds but most of the time it is immediate. I believe I have 
eliminated the switch as a potential culprit. 


The second problem is the S-meter. If I adjust the zero control to read 
zero when no signal is present, it won't register at all, even with a 
strong signal. Adjusting the sensitivity control doesn't seem to help. 
I've checked the IF, AVC, Q-multiplier, Noise Limiter, and Audio tubes 
and they all checked OK. 


I know I'm probably going to have to re-cap this receiver but I thought 
someone else may have encountered a similar problem. Other than these 
two problems and slightly noisy audio, it works pretty good. 


Any ideas or suggestions?

Hello again! 


I posted a similar message some time ago, but got no answers... Sorry for 
duplicate, I hope to get some useful information now!. Anyway, my problem 
should be very simple to solve, but I don't find it... Basically, in lower 


frequency ranges, I get an extremely high but undistorted (about 40 volts or 
so) in the grid of the 6AG5 oscillator, so I get distortion in the plate 
circuit. As freuqncy increases, signal amplitude in the grid is reduced, but 
still too high, so distortion is smaller but still present. In higher band 
(about 30MHz or so), output signal is almost fine, but still has some 
distortion. So I think there should be some component out of value... I 
tried two more NIB 6AG5s, without success.

By the way, this generator has four tubes (although I think the other three 
are used for other functions; it is able to generate a TV signal, with dots, 
bars and another test pictures and also a variable sound mixed with TV 
signal; at least this is what can be guessed from front panel). I've tested 
the oscillator (only RF function) only with the 6AG5, and it 'works' the 
same as with the other three tubes and there is no apparent connection in 


the grid and plate circuits with the other tubes. 


Please, although you don't have the exact Accurate 156 schematics, I suppose 
lots of generators of that vintage (about mid 60's) could have a similar 
design; specially interesting could be an schematic with that tube (6AG5). 
Please, let me know if you have some which resembles that generator or any 
idea to get it working again (currently, this is my only generator at home, 
so I can't do too much here :-(_ ).

My initial opinion is positive. The radios are well constructed 
mechanically. Despite obvious heavy use these radios are still in good 
physical condition. (The seller told me that they came from a MARS 


station.) Additionally, both have the 15 extra crystal slots for WARC 
bands, etc., which, BTW, was optional on S-line gear. With luck I'll even 
get the CW filter for the R-104 receiver in a few days. 


The only shortcoming I've observed is that the PTO isn't as smooth operating 
as the PTO in my KWM-2A. Don't know how fixable this is yet. One tunes 
kinda rough, the other feels OK, although not as good as the KWM-2A. This 
may not be a fair comparison since the the PTO in the KWM-2A appears to be 
"low mileage".

Someone wrote: 

"With its link coupled output, the BC610 
is much more subject to creating TVI than 
a system using a Pi output..." 


This is not exactly correct. First, the vast majority 
of hams who attempted to use link-coupled outputs on 
military rigs did not understand their design. 

They typically cranked them up to full coupling while 
feeding a 50-ohm antenna. This seemed to provide 
maximum output. It also destroyed the link's ability 
at attenuate harmonics. 


The proper way to use the link-coupled output of 
a typical military rig such as the 610, ARC-5s, 
TCS, BC-375 etc. into a 50-ohm, coax-fed antenna 
is to use a capacitor in series with the link. 
This is built-in to the TCS and BC375 and was 
the reason the ARC-5 antenna relay had that 50pf 
vacuum cap in the back that everyone threw away. 
The output circuits, used as designed, 

were adequate harmonic attenuators. 


Military rigs got tagged as 

"TVI machines" for two reasons: 

First, TVs had really sorry tuner designs 
which were subject to fundimental overload. 
Second and even more important, most hams 
didn't learn how to tune them properly. 

I run military rigs of many kinds 

with no harmonic troubles.

First Thanks to all who responded to my earlier message on the cosmetic 
restoration of a recently found Ranger. Paint match was a piece of cake 
at my local paint store. Gave them the case and they computer matched 
the dark maroon and mixed me up a quart for 10 bux. Traded a Ham buddy 
some solid state info for a trip to his bead/sand blaster to prep the 
case. This one is gonna be cherry! 


There was the EFJ Ranger early, Ranger, and Ranger II. The early Ranger 
(the one I have) doesn't have the 2 tube 6AL5/12AU7 bias/keyer circuit. 
Not a problem, they keying is very nice as it is. However the 6AL5 
provides -28 volt modulator bias, which leads me into a problem with the 
Idle current of the 1614 modulators, about 110 ma. The manual indicates 
the Idle current should be 55-70 ma. The screen grids have been set to 
300V w/ 500 v at the plates. Measured voltage at the grid(s) is 0 VDC. 
My older ranger has a 200 ohm resistor in series with the meter shunt 
(checks okay) to ground, along with a 100 ohm resistor in series with 
each 1614 grid. Overall modulation is good, but the ranger is running 
hot as it is. Perhaps I should delete (short) the 200 ohm resistor and 
provide a -28 volts to the CT of the secondary of the audio driver 
transformer (T3)? The manual is written for the later ranger and 
suggests adjusting the tap on R-35 for the desired modulator resting 
current. Subbed a pair of 5881's into the rig w/ almost the same results 
(about 10 ma difference). 


Any suggestions? Thanks!

Well, the Smithsonian's collections are primarily a research 
collection. The size of them is staggering. It's not like an art 
museum where you can expect your contributions to be put on display. 
(By comparison, there are not that many important paintings. ) 
However, they are excellent about access to the collections. If you 
needed to study the guts of some command receiver in that collection, 
they would let you. Same for a WW-II foxhole crystal radio, say you 
wanted to compare the 20 different ones they probably have. 


You may be assured that much effort goes into the storage, cataloging, 
and preservation of these donations. Some by employees, much by 
volunteers. (Like my mom.) 


The displays are what interest the average Joe on the street. Gotta 
make him think it's all worthwhile, so that he will have a good 
feeling. Funding is a necessity, not many people want to see command 
sets in D.C. Lots more want to see the First Ladies' gowns. (As 
someone noted, they called CQ at the radio exhibit, and nobody 
noticed. ) 


Also, the current trend in museum restoration is to do very little. 
Restoration inevitably removes something orignal and replaces it with 
something that is a reproduction. This is not considered a proper way 
to preserve an artifact today, what you remove (restore) today may be 
just what someone wants to study 100 years from now. Consider the 
(now-castigated) museum curators that polished the ancient oriental 


bronzes 100 years ago, when they were intended to have a corroded 
finish. 


Very little of the Wright Brothers plane is what they flew. Very 
little of the USS Constitution is what went to war. If the 
Smithsonian were to put a command set in a plane, they might well want 
it to be the (individual) command set that had been on that plane. 


So, so long as you are sure that your donation to the Smithsonian will 
be accessioned into the research collection, you can be assured that 
it will remain acessible for research. If you want your collection to 
be a public display (ego gratification), you need to get rich enough 
to endow your own museum to display the collection. 


The best way to improve the significance and utility of the boatanchor 
electronics collections at the Smithsonian would be to VOLUNTEER for 
cataloging, interpretation, etc. There are far more volunteers there 
than employees. 


I've seen some interpretive material about their radio collection, you 
may be assured that they do take interest in it.

Personally, I'd rather be at Haida's radio room. Hi Jerry and welcome back 
to the BAland. As you probably saw from my posting I took our conversations 
about restoring AVEROF's radio room seriously. I contacted the captain and 
arranged a meeting with him aboard the ship. He was very receptive, he 


showed me around and got people to open store rooms and other areas for me. 
Basically, his reply was yes, he's interested in restoring the radio rooms 
and I can go ahead with it. 


As far as I could see in the 1/2 hour I spend there, nobody else has tried 
any radio restoration yet, although the general restoration is going full 
speed. They showed me what they thought was the radio room, currently full 
of junk. I saw some wiring and some coax coming down an air pipe. I also saw 
a voice pipe with the label "wireless" on it. Obviously, I'm not convinced 
this was the original radio room, although I'm sure it was used as such 
sometime. From a quick look at the ship's plans I saw a "telephone room" , 
strange because they didn't use much telephones in 1910. I couldn't check it 
out because there was no light there, but I'll be back. One of the first 
things I'll do is follow the remains ot the antenna transmission line. 


The most amazing thing is that I found two radio pieces, definitely of the 
20s (the target restoration date of the ship is I think 1925). No chance to 
check them out thouroughly yet, but at least I'll have something to start 
with.

Yes, Swan RX feels and sounds great. 

I haven't used mine long enuf to give firsthand notions of tube life, 
but the manual states that "under-loading of the finals does NOT 
prolong life, and just weakens your signals and adds distortion 

(since Swan designed the final circuit to be linear at full rated 
output). But what does shorten final life is prolonged or too-frequent 
tune-ups. So Swan is trying to convince us that finals should 

last a long time if you don't do a lot of QSY and band-hopping. 


One nice thing about SSB rigs, as opposed to the old Novice rigs, 

is that you can bleed thru just a touch of carrier and find the plate 
dip on that, and also check your SWR, before turning up the full drive. 
You can even do this on the KWM-2, although the instructions lead 

to you believe otherwise. 


6146s? I bought my 500C at a hamfest mostly so I could run 300-500W 
instead of the usual 180-300 W of a pair of 6146s. If you want a wimpy 
Swan, get a 350 :-) 


FWIW, I did mistune my 500C once badly enuf to blow its fuse and snap 

an arc somewhere in my antenna tuner, but the finals don't seem to have 
gotten "soft" over that. Remember, sweep tubes were meant to run for hours 
in TV service, tho maybe they weren't pushed as hard as some ham rigs do.

I'd pay 150.00-200.00 depending on condition. Make sure you get the power 
supply with it, and change the line fuse to a six amp slow blow from the 
stock 10 amp fuse right away.

I found the exact replacement at 
Surplus Sales of Nebraska for $1.50 (still in 1968 original wraper!!!), replaced a 
broken slug in one of the driver coils, re-caped the power supply, gave it an 


alignment, and WOW does this old transceiver work!!!!! And the receiver is one of 
the hottest ones I've ever heard!!!}! . . . . You can't beat the performance for 
the price. On SSB transmit, the wattmeter needle swings up over the 170 watt 
output point on voice peaks . . . so, if you take into account the mechanical 
swing and lag of the meter, I'm sure that those old sweep tubes are getting close 
to full output .. . (I really do need to get a peak-reading meter!!!). 

Good luck with the 500C . .. I think you will enjoy it .
